THREATEN CITY HALL SIT DOWN 


Act on Stop-Gap Food Orders. 
By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, May 14: — A group 
of Cleveland’s unemployed threat- 
ened a sit-down at City Hall today 
as Mayor Harold H. Burton and his 
aids met to hunt for relief funds 
for the latter half of May. 

“All down to City Hall for relief,” 
said one notice posted at an Hast 
Side relief station by sit-downers 
there. “We will sit in until we get 
something done.” 

The demonstration was called for 
Monday night, when the City Coun- 
cil will meet to act on a stop-gap 
appropriation to provide food. to 
87,000 relief clients whose emer- 
gency food orders run out Monday. 

Sit-downs continued at two of the 
City’s six. relief’ stations where 
many recipients complained groc- 
ers. had applied their relief orders 
on over-due accounts and had re- 
fused further’ credit. 

At the City’s largest relief station, 
Supervisor Sonia Benderoff de- 
clared: “We need something like a 
sit-down here. At least it’s a more 
healthy condition than to have 
clients come into our office crying 
and acting so whipped.” 

Although the State Legislature 
meets Monday, it is not expected 
that money will be available from 
this source for two weeks or more.

BUYER $59,000 ON BONDS | 


Sewer Issue Resold at Handsome 
Advance by Chicago Firm 


Belleville’s $582,000 issue of sewer 
bonds, for which the city received 


a premium of $65,000 by the Chi- 
cago investment firm which pur- 
chased the issue, the Post-Dispatch 
was told yesterday by representa- 
tives of St. Louis bond firms. 

The original purchaser, H. C. 
Speer & Sons, sold the bonds to a 
syndicate which offered them to 
the public, earning a gross profit of 
$59,149, the difference between the 
premium received by the city and 
the premium paid by the syndicate. 
Dealers said an ordinary profit on 
the transaction would have been 
1% per cent, or about $8700. — 

Mayor George Remnsnider of 
Belleville told the Post-Dispatch 
the Speer firm was the only pros- 
pective purchaser of the bonds 
which agreed to handle the legal 
work in connection with amend- 
ment of a franchise granted by the 
city to the East St. Louis & Inter- 
urban Water Co. Amendment of 
the franchise was necessary to va- 
lidate the bonds because the for- 
mer franchise was regarded as an 
obligation of the city which, with 
the new sewer bond issue, would 
increase the city’s debt beyond con- 
stitutional limitations.

SENTENCED T0 DEATH 


Fatal Explosion in: Siberian 
Mine.

MOSCOW, May 14-—A .Novosi- 


birsk’ newspaper today reported 
nine men were sentenced to death 
in Western Siberia for a fatal mine 
explosion said to have been ‘set off 
in revenge for Moscow’s last big 
treason trial in which 18 “Trotsky- 
ists” were sentenced to death.

U. S. DEPORTING ETHIOPIAN, 
SHIPS HIM TO NAPLES 


“De Facto Recognition” of Con- 
quest, Italian Steamer Line 
Officials Declare. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 

NEW YORK, May 14-—Although 
the United States has not formally 
recognized Italy’s conquest of Ethi- 
opia, it called on the Italian Gov- 
ernment today to help deport a 
native of Ethiopia. 

Coco Mohamet Bi Korese, 27 
years old, was given an Italian 
passport and placed aboard the 
Italian liner Rex. It will cost the 
United States $196 to ship him to 
Naples where he will be placed on 
another Italian vessel for Ethiopia. 

The State Department said he 
entered this country illegally by 
way of Mexico and was released 
from Dannemora prison last week 
after serving a sentence for break- 
ing and entering and larceny.

CHICAGO, May 14.—The Chicago 
relief administration ordered sus- 
pension of 1500 employes late to- 
day as State relief funds neared 
exhaustion and city officials await- 
éd Gov. Horner’s call for a special 
session of the Legislature. 

The last act of many of the sus- 
pended employes was the prepara- 
tion and mailing of 4200 relief 
checks. The checks, totaling $90,- 
000, will be received and cashed by 
Wednesday. The checks will be 
drawn on the last of the city’s re- 
lief funds. 

Relief officials estimated lack of 
funds would leave 34,000 of Chi- 
cago’s 59,999 destitute families with- 


out aid this month. 

In Springfield Gov. Horner de- 
clined to comment on his plans to 
meet the Chicago situation, He was 
sifting subjects from a long list of 
requests that would be included in 
a call for a special session of the 
Legislature. It was thought the 
call would be issued within the 
next. few days for the Legislature 
‘to meet later in, the week or early 
the following week. 

Leo M. Lyons, Chicago relief ad- 
ministrator, said that by Tuesday, 
relief stations throughout the city 
would be closed and only a skeleton 
staff retained by the relief admin- 
istration for emergency medical 
service only. 

The susp®nsion orders of many 
of the 1500, Lyons said, would not 
be effective until Tuesday when the 
checks depleted relief funds. 

Indigent families would be sup- 
plied food from the Federal Sur- 
plus Commodities Corporation, 
Lyons said. Tickets would be 
mailed to the 34,000 families left 
without checks, he added, which 
will operate through designated re- 
lief stations. 

Mayor Edward J. Kelly an- 
nounced his opposition to an addi- 
tional one-cent sales tax or in- 
creased ‘real estate taxes to supply 
funds. —

FORCE 1 DESTROYED 


24-Hour Armistice Halts Mock 
War on East Coast With 
Coalition Powers. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, May 14.—Friendly 
bombing planes reported the “de- 
struction” of half/ of a theoretical 
enemy air strength tonight as a 24 
hour armistice halted the mock war 
between the general headquarters 
air force and “a coalition of Kuro- 
pean' and Asiatic powers.” 

Umpires of the war games along 
the eastern seaboard said the

“The ‘Black’ invaders, repulsed 
along the Maine coast, have ob- 
tained a foothold in the vicinity of 
Norfolk and Newport News, Va., 
where they have established land

Heir Cut Off With $100 of 
Pen and Ink Millions; Quar- 
reled With Father.

NEW YORK, May 14.—In his 
tiny Greenwich Village apartment, 
Elisha Huson Waterman, 39 years 
old, Yale graduate, World War ma- 
chine-gun sergeant, one-time dish- 
washer, who laiely has turned to 
detective fiction writing,:announced 


for probate today, Elisha was cut 
off with $100 from an estate for- 
mally valued at “more than $20,- 
000” but reputedly reaching into 
the millions. 

The son cited the will of his great- 
uncle, L. E. Waterman, inventor 
of-the Waterman pen and founder 
of the original pen-and-ink fortune, 
as the basis for his fight to gain a 
share of the riches. 

“If Elisha Survives.” 

The will, probated in Brooklyn, 
in May, 1901, left ‘a $5,000,000 estate 
to Elisha’s father, a nephew of the 
inventor, with this proviso— 

“T further wish, direct and do di- 

rect that, if the said Elisha Huson 
Waterman survives his father, the 
said Frank D. Waterman, he shall, 
after the death of his father, and 
as long. as he lives, receive the 
share of the income to which Frank 
D. Waterman would have been en- 
titled if he had lived.” 
‘ Waterman said he believed his 
great-uncle meant him to be the 
ultimate heir, and he pointed out 
that, in the 15, years estrangement 
from his father, he had beén forced 
to live in comparative poverty 
while other members of the family 
resided ins Park avenue luxury.

jcountries, It is wise to get visas 
(;of .countries adjacent to your 


planned travels, especially if these 
are’ free or slight in cost, in case 
of a sudden change in your plans 
after you get abroad. 
Visas are obtained from each na- 
tion’s consulate in the United 
States. _ You may have the visas 
stamped on the pages of your pass- 
port simply by presenting it with 
the fee to the consulate represent- 
ing the country. Citizens of the 
United States must have visas for 
all countries except Czechoslovakia, 
Belgium, Holland, Hungary, Italy, 
Norway, Sweden and Switzerland. 
Passports and visas are not re- 
quired for Americans traveling to 
the Bahamas, Barbados, Bermuda, 
Canada, Cuba, Guatamala, Haiti, 
Mexico, Nova Scotia, Panama, Ja- 
maica and Trinidad ifethe person 
possesses, a round trip ticket and 
is a tourist, If you are making a 
reund the world cruise you will not 
need a visa for sight seeing trips 
during calls of a vessel in port. 
You will, however, require a pass- 
port. Loss of a passport should be 
reported immediately at the nearest 
Consulate of the United States. If 
this is not possible report the loss 
to the nearest policeman. 
Baggage Needs. 

The old Romans knew what they 
were talking about when they called 
baggage “impedimenta,” Too much 
of it is just that to the traveler 
abroad and it ig best to travel with 
the smallest. amount possible. The 
free allowance for baggage is much 
smaller in England and on the con- 
tinent than it is here in America. 
Two-thirds the amount is allowed 
in England and one-third on the 
railroads on the Continent. Your 
trip will e costly if you must 
consider excess baggage charges 
wherevér you go.” Take a trunk 
only if you expect to have head- 
quarters where you may store it 
while you go Off-on side trips. Be 
sure to leave enough room in your 
luggage for the few things that 
you will not be able to resist buy- 
ing abroad. Have your baggage 
marked plainly with your name, 
name of ship, date of sailing, desti- 
nation and class; also number of 
stateroom. Steamship lines pro- 
vide these tags when you purchase 
your passage. Do not overlook hav- 
ing your permanent address some- 
where on your baggage. Insurance 
is a wise précaution as even the 
most careful.traveler is sometimes 
separated from his possessions. 

Suitable Clothing. 

Unless you are going to the 
tropics do not carry cottons or 
light-weight clothing with you. On 
board ship you will require what is 
usually needed at hotels at home. 
At least one dinner or evening dress 
of soft lace which does not wrinkle 


is recommended. Pressing on board 


ship and in European hotels is 
rather costly. 

Travelers, even in the cabin 
class, do not dress for dinner the 
first night out nor on 
night. Men do not require full 
dress on ship board; dinner clothes 
serve there as well as in Europe. 
For deck games or swimming carry 
‘with you what-you would require at 
a country club or resort. 

For shore wear light woolens and 
silk dressés with a servicable top 
coat are best. .Men will get a 


great deal of service out of a tweed | 


suit which does not wrinkle easily. 
Shirts and lingerie must be gauged 
by laundry possibilities. A large 
sized handbag is very convenient to 
carry a passport and all those ap- 
purtenances without which women 
find it impossible to move. 
Savings can be effected by pur- 
chasing Reich marks and lira be- 
fore entering Germany and Italy. 
Marks must be registered before 
entering Germany and any unspent 
marks must be changed before leav- 
ing the country. The amount and 
kinds of money must be declared 
before entering some countries. 
Overlooking of money, even of loose 
change may complicate your de- 
parture, | 
If you are a camera fan and 
hope to take some pictures abroad 
be sure to observe rules and regu- 
lations. Cameras of foreign make 
should be registered with the Unit- 
ed States Customs before sailing to 
avoid ‘complications upon return. 
This is also true of field glasses of

much may be lost by refusal to face facts.”

And Haile Selassie, his final 
plea having failed, shakes the dust of Geneva from 
his shoes; leaves forever, he says, the city with its 
white marble palace dedicated to peace and collec- 
tive security. :

Nebraska’s One-House Rend

N evaluation of Nebraska’s one-house

And once again Jones heard the 
demand that he lend to small busi- 


' Blocking Douglas’ Plan. 

The demand came this time from 
the Left wing of the Administra- 
tion. Chairman William O. Doug- 
las holds that industry throughout 
-the country has in the past been un- 
able to obtain sufficient long-time 
credit. He favors establishment of 
intermediate credit banks in which 
the Government might participate 
with private capital, either on a 
senior or a junior basis, These 
banks to aid in the flotation of se- 
curities to provide capital for ex- 
pansion would be set up in Federal 
Reserve districts. — 

Jones heard of the Douglas pro- 
posal and started out to stop it, He 
went to his friend Garner, _ his 
friend Glass, Connally, Jimmy 
Byrnes, Sam Rayburn, majority 
leader in the House, and the other 
Southerners. He had a bill of his 
own, giving the R F C unlimited 
powers to lend to any kind of busi- 
ness enterprise, and he said, in ef- 
fect: “If you don’t take my bill 
you're. going to get Douglas’ bill.” 
Douglas made an excellent bogey 
with which to frighten the cautious 
Southerners. Promptly, without a 
word of debate and without a roll 
call, the Senate passed Jones’ bill. 
It went over to the House and 
there the Republicans said this 
seemed to be a pretty important 
thing and hadn’t they better talk 
about it for a couple of hours may- 
be. Democratic leaders urged speed 
but finally conceded an hour and 
a half of debate. The measure 
passed with only six nays. 

Jones Uses Strategy. 

‘ But here a slight hitch occurred. 
The Senate Banking and Currency 
Ccmmittee had tacked on an amend- 
ment forbidding loans to railroads 
without approval by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, The meas- 
ure passed by the House had not 
contained this single restraint and 
so the bill must go back to con- 
ference and perhaps come up again 
on the floor of the Senate. About 
this time several of Jones’ critics 
spread the word around that the 
bill gave him greater power than 
the President himself possessed. 
And even Jones’ friends, Garner’ 
and Glass, growing a little appre- 
hensive over what had been done, 
felt that it might be best to side- 
track the proposal at least tem- 
porarily by sending it back to com- 
mittee. 

Over Jesse Jones’ dead body! He 
went up to the Capitol and in‘a 
single morning brought the doubt- 
ers back into line—he made Doug- 
las and the Douglas bank idea look 
like the craziest scheme since Cox- 
ey marched on Washington. Then 
came a bit of strategy as resource- 
ful as anything seen on Capitol Hill 
in along time. Democratic lead- 
ers in the House got the majority 
to reconsider the bill they had orig- 
inally passed, lay it aside, and then 
pass the Senate bill. This made 
the measure law except for the 
President’s signature. It was too 
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decided to try to stop the Jones 
bill or at any rate to get a protest 
on the record.. 
As Jones Sees It. 

_“T can’t see what anybody wants 
of any more credit facilities,” 
Jones says. “We've got the Farm 
Credit Association, tne Federal 
Land Banks, Production Credit As- 
sociations and so on. Presumably 
industrial. credit banks would do 
for industry what these organiza- 
tions have been doing for agricul- 
ture. But what are we going to do 
with the banks then? That's what 
I want to know. . 

“Why you can go down to any 
bank and ask to see their books. 
They'll show you hundreds of small 
business firms with loans on the 
books. Any firm that has got good 
reason to have money and can put 
up sound collateral can get it.” 

After the passage of the new R F 
C bill it was widely heralded that 
Jones had the authority to lend 
money without security, and that 
is what a layman would conclude 
from a reading of the bill, which 
says that . . . “such loans shall be, 
ir the opinion of the board of di- 
rectors, of such sound value, or so 
secured, as reasonably to assure re- 
tirement or repayment ...” But 
Chairman Jones says that he will 
make no ‘unsecured loans. We 
could hardly do that,” he says, “be- 
cause if we made one we'd have to 
make ‘em all” 

A Possible Ramification. 


There are those who regard the 
extraordinary new powers granted 
to the R F C as merely an instru- 
ment to be used by the Southern 
Democrats in the. present effort to 
curtail or restrict the administra- 
tion’s new pump-priming program. 
Recently Glass on the Senate floor 
declared that there was ‘no reason 
for a new public works appropria- 
tion since the R F C had authority 
under the new law to grant loans 
to municipalities and states. 

On the other hand, Jones’ friends 
insist that he is loyal to the New 
Deal and that on many occasions 
he has used his influence with 
Southern legislators on behalf of 
administration measures. This is 
what he has to say of his new law: 

. “Every word in it was deliber- 
ately put there. It’s for us to de- 
termine what is ‘sound value.’ The 
conservatives have intrusted us 
with lots of authority and we've 
never used it; we've never used it 
up to the limit.” 

R F C Is Everywhere. 
In any brief compass it is impos- 
sible to give an idea of the extent 
of the activities that Jones Has su- 
pervised. The R F C lent $25,000,000 
to the Chicago School Board to pay 
off the teachers, and got it back. 
The sale of cotton, wheat and flour 
to China and Russia was financed 
wit $53,370,955 of R F C money. 
Loans totaling $16,784,520 were 
made on behalf of sufferers from 
earthquake, conflagration, tornado, 
hurricane and flood. The R FC is 
everywhere. 
And now there has begur a new 
period ef expansion, coinciding vith 
the new depression.

“completely unfounded” suggestions

in a note of protest May 9. 
*The statement said the American 
protest was “directed against ap- 
plication to American citizens of 
the decree for reporting Jewish 
property.” 
“The claim,” it said, “was made 
that Germany violated the German- 


sular treaty of Dec. 18, 1923, by this 
decree. This reproach is complete- 
ly unfounded. 

“The article in the German- 
American treaty bearing on this 


matter provides, among other mu- 


tual assurances between Germany 
and America, that nationals of 
‘either country are, in principle, to 
be based on an equal footing with 
nationals of the other as regards 
the carrying on of trade and com- 
merce. 

“Foreign Jews, however, are not 
placed on an inferior footing with 
German Jews by regulations of the 
decree. 

“The position taken in the Ameri- 
can hote, namely that the German- 
American. treaty does not permit 
differentiation between individual 
groups of nationals of the other 
party to the agreement on grounds 
of race finds no support in the 
wording of the treaty. 

“This American attitude would, 
in the last analysis, lead. to the 
queer result that it would not be 
permissible to make any differen- 
tiation whatsoever in the treatment 
of nationals of the other party to 
the agreement concerning sex, age, 
technical education or professional 
suitability.”

in return for their support. 

Opponents concede there is -no 
hope of blocking the bill when it 
comes up in the H They are 
concentrating on an rt to re- 
store some flexibility to it, counting 
on their senatorial colleagues to kill 
it if they fail. 

Filibuster Talk. 

Behind the Senate scenes, a quiet 
but: intensive campaign was report- 
ed under way to muster support for 
a filibuster. 

Chairman Harrison (Dem.), M 
sissippi, of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, is leading the opposition, but 
he has not announced an intention 
to filibuster. Some have mentioned 
the possibility of having anti-lynch- 
ing legislation attached to the wage- 
hour measure as a rider to insure 
its being filibustered to death. 

Insiders declared, however, there 
was slight chance of such tactics 
being adopted because the oppo- 
nents were more opposed to the 
anti-lynching measure than to the 
wage-hour bill and would not want 
to see the former brought up again 
under any circumstances. 

In the House, indications were 
that advocates of differentials 
would stress President Roosevelt’s 
recognition, in his message to the 
special session of Congress, of “geo- 
graphic and industrial diversities 
which practical statesmanship can- 
not well ignore.” 


Present Provisions. 


In its present form, the bill await- 
ing House action would establish a 
graduated minimum wage, applica- 
ble to all industries in interstate 
commerce. The minimum would 
start at 25 cents an hour and in- 
crease to 40 cents at the end of 
three years. Working hours would 
be limited to 44 a week the first 
year, decreasing to 40 at the end of 
two years. 

Prospects of House approval of 
any form of differentials appeared 
slim for two reasons. 

Organized labor’s leaders are op- 
posed to them and Northern Con- 
gressmen, Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike, regard lower wages in 
the South as one of the principal 
causes of the Southward migration 
of many Northern industries. 

Support of the bill was voiced 
today by Director Mary Anderson 
of the Labor Department’s Wom- 
en’s Buréau. She asserted it strikes 
at low-pay industries “in which. 
women usually predominate.’ 

Industries in which it would have 
the greatest effect, Miss Anderson 
said, include clothing, cigar and to- 
bacco, candy, knitting and silk 
mills, cotton textiles and canning. 

Another development was a state- 
ment by Senator Burke (Dem.), Ne- 
braska, critic of the National La- 
bor ‘Relations Act, that he might 
attempt to change that law by 
amendments to the wage-hour bill. 

The Senate passed a wage-hour 
bill last year, but the measure com- 
ing up in the House is much differ- 
ent from it and will require further 
Senate action.

AROLD DENNETT, four- 

pound-a-week clerk in the serv- 

ice of Govern and Fryze, Ex- 
porters, was surprised and flat- 
tered when he was selected as a 
apecial agent commissioned to col- 
lect a long-standing account from 
a stubborn Bolivian customer, Senor 
Muras. Dennett relished the pros- 
pect of a little variation of his hum- 
drum London routine, but he did 
not like to leave Kay Barton, even 
though it would be only five months 
and she had promised to wait. <A 
fellow clerk presented Dennett with 
a huge army revolver and a gréat 
deal of gratuitous advice on how 
to manage things in the tropics. The 
special envoy, knowing little of the 
wilds, had no fear of any evéntual- 
ity that might pop up, 

Once in Bolivia, the amateur im 
vestigator soon learned that some- 
thing was seriously amiss with the 
debtor’s books, but he was baffled 
by the Senor’s ingenious efforts to 
forestall any sort of action. The 
Senor was aided in this endeavor 
by the quirks of native tempeéra- 
ment, and in addition he had per- 
fected an efficient system of 
espionage which enabled him to 
keep a close surveillance over his 
Nemesis. The orderly Briton found 
himself plunged into an Alice in 
Wonderland atmosphere which was 
soon enlivened by a series of ad- 
ventures, the like of which he had 
encountered previously only — be- 
tween the covers of books or at the 
cinema. One of the diversions was 
afforded by the spectacular érup- 
tion of a nearby volcano. 


Dennett's serious troubles began 
when he pursued Senor Murasg into 
the war zone where Bolivia and 
Paraguay were contending for pos- 
session of the Chaco region. The 
affable Bolivian so admired Den- 
nett’s persistence that he paid th 
account in full by and 


not to return to London but to ré- 
main where he need not be “sim- 
ply an animal in a cage that has 
been let out for an airing.” But 
Senor Muras met hig death, and his 
cheque went to the bottom of the 
rivér in the pocket of Detinet’s coat 
as its owner fled. Before he re-’ 
gained the comparative civilization 
of the seaport, the Briton had 
killed a man, saved a girl's life, 
and almost lost his leg. He learned

T was apparently Mr. Skidmore’s

as the noble but dying hero. It is 
a theme which has miany pitfalls, 
and Mr. Skidmore has fallen into 
most of them.

DWARD LEVINSON is 
k 37-year-old labor editor of 
the New York Post, and the 
book here noted is composed large- 
ly of the materials with which he 
has been working in professional 
journalism these past four years.

Home Loan Bank Review revealed 
today in an article based on its 
monthly building cost index. Data 


for the review’s conclusions were 
pf woliated from reports of 92 repre- 
sentative communities. 

- . Higher prices for ‘building mate- 
rials, the review found, ‘were respon- 


sible. for $260 of the increase, while 
wages: paid to labor -in the build- 


‘ing trades accounted for $216 of 


the rise. 


Building costs reached a peak for 


the two-year period in August, 1937. 
Since then the prices of materials 
have declined some, and wages by 

a lesser amount, thé article stated. 

“In. January, 1936," the review 
said, “the average cost of materials 
was $3214 and the average cost of 


Jabor (for the standard  six-room 


house) was $1577. In February, 1938, 
material costs had risen to $3474 
and labor costs to $1798. 

“Thus, -although miaterial costs 
were responsible for: more of the 
dollar increase in the cost of build- 
ing the standard house than the 
cost of labor at the site, direct labor 
costs rose 13.7 per cent as compared 
with an increase in material costs 
of 8.1 per cent.” 

During the past two years there 


/was first a general rise and then a 


decline in building costs. However, 
while the national average does 
show this. general rise and fall 
trend, it does not necessarily reflect 
specific local trends. Thus, local 
trends may differ in certain par- 
ticular aspects from the national 
trend. 

“Since the peak in total costs 


during the summer of 1937, material 


costs have declined in every Fed- 
eal Home Loan Bank district 
while labor costs have declined in 
only five districts,” the article said. 
“Those districts where the decline 
in labor was sharpest were those 
where the previous increase in cost 
had been most drastic.”

CHICAGO, May 14--An upturn 


this spring’ in borrowing for home 
building, E. G. Baltz, president of 
the United States Building and 
Loan League said today, indicated 
confidence was returning sufficient- 
ly to encourage people to construct 
houses. . 

Loans for new construction by 
savings, buildings and loan associ- 
ations of the United States during 
March reached a 1938 high, gain- 
fing 34 per cent compared with Feb- 
ruary. The March total was 23 
per cent less than March last year 
but 35 per cent greater than for 
March, 1936. 

Baltz said the $23,877,100 loaned 
during the month went to 7786 fam- 
ilies who started building new 
homes, 

“This not only' means that there 
will be an addition to the list of 
home owners in the country, but 
also that more persons are receiv- 
ing employment through this con- 
struction.” He said 10,000 families 
also borrowed money to complete 
purchase of homes already con- 
structed. 

Total loans made by associations 
for all purposes in March reached 
a new 1938 peak, topping the Feb- 
ruary volume by 35 per cent. The 
total also was 8 per cent larger 
thamin March, 1936, but 19 per cent 
smaller than a year ago.

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‘“‘Example of Log - Roll- 
ing;” ‘‘Not True Picture.” 
Says Penal Board Head.

NEW YCRK, May 14. — Mis- 
souri’s penitentiary was described 
as an overcrowded institution, “vic- 
timized by the spoils system of par- 
tisan politics, and bearing an. un- 
savory reputation” in a survey | 
made public tonight by the Os 


borne Association, Inc. 
The _ association also severely 
criticised . conditions at Algoa 


Farms, declaring the intermediate 
reformatory “has suffered from po- 
litical domination in matters, of 
policy and personnel.” 

The report noted with skepticism 
the present remodeling program at 
the State penitentiary. After com- 
menting that some people think ex- 
pansion will improve conditions and 
others regard it as “an example of 
political log-rolling,” .the report 
gaid: “It does, however, appear 
unfortunate that so much money is 
being spent on this already too 
large and antiquated institution. It 
would have been better, from the 
point of view of modern penological 
practice, to have built a new and 
smaller institution which would at 
once have enriched the State's fa- 
cilities for institutional treatment 
; substantially reduced the popu- 
lation of Jefferson City.” 

“Filthy Bed Clothing.” 
. Many of the prison’s present liv- 
ing quarters were described as “ab- 
solutely unfit for human habita- 
tion.” 

“Nowhere are the conditions 
worse than at the church farm,” 
the survey declared, “where many 
of the prisoners are crowded into 
dirt floored cellars on triple deck 
bunks jammed together so closely 
that the filthy bed clothing over- 
laps from bed to bed in an almost 
inseparable mass.” 

» The report said the large num- 
.ber of first termers and men less 
than 30 years old in the prison “in- 
dicates Missouri's need for a secur- 
ity reformatory intermediate be | 
tween Algoa Farms and the peni- 
tentiary.” 

Algoa was described as “a strik- 
ing example of a sterile, archaic 
reformatory program being carried 
on in a modern plant.” The report 
interpreted “the excessive number 
of escapes” as indicating instabil- 
ity and low morale and deplored the 
maintenance of corporal punish- 
ment. 

“The emotional effect of a spank- 
ing on a young man between the 
ages of 16 and 25 may have serious 
consequences. far beyond the grav- 
ity of the offense committed or the 
punishment intended,” it. said, 

Punishments Criticised. 

“Modes of punishment at the State 
prison also were criticised, the re- 
port charging that in some cases 
a man has been required to stand 
at attention for eight hours while 
an investigation of his case was 
made. :

“NEW DEAL, KNOX SAYS 


It eeps Taking’ Business Ma- 
chine Apart but Can’t Make 
It Run, He Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. ; 

OSHKOSH, Wis., May 14. — Col. 
Frank Knox, Chicago publisher and 
Republican vice-presidential candi- 
date in 1936, told the State conven- 
tion of Young Republicans of Wis- 
consin tonight that “the uncompro- 
mising knife of economic law has 
whittled down the New Dealers to. 
their natural size.” 

Knox, who asserted he was not a 
candidate “for anything in the 
world,” said a great opportunity “is 
fairly begging our party to take it 
by the hand.” 

Knox termed the New Dealers “a 
noisy, spending crowd of adventur- 
ers’’ who have brought-bread lines, 
heavy taxes, idle farms, empty fac- 
tories and 12,000,000 idle men and 
women. 

Reviewing the New Deal, Knox 
declared that “from high lips we 
heard this mathematical miracle: 
‘The deficits of today make the 
surpluses of tomorrow.’ Which was 
just another way of saying that to 
get prosperity, thrift is a symptom 
that has to be fumigated, and work 
a disease that has to be quaran- 
tined. 

“Well, on the surface the theory 
seemed to work — for a while,” 
Knox added. “A loud boast of ‘We 
plarined it that way’ echoed across 
the land.

They 
wait upon me, laugh and joke with 
me, and give me about two-thirds 
of their salary every week without 
my asking for it. 

“IT am still very young looking, 
and keep myself so. I work hard 
to keep my own circle of friends 
and my personal interests, apart 
from my children’s lives. I am al- 
ways willing to play with my chil- 
dren, but I also realize that I have 
had my girlhood and I don’t ex- 
pect to live it over again in their 
youth, I believe in people of my 
generation ‘acting their age.’

To Sound Start 
On Broadway

OOKING back over a season 
rapidly drawing to a close it be- 
comes impressively evident that 
the biggest thing of the theatrical 
year has been the advent and con- 
tinued success of the Mercury The- 
ater, our first successful repertory 


institution in years and years. 

What has been done by the Mer- 
cury has been done. deliberately, 
even to its present state of bank 
account. The problem has been to 
develop the audiences, to maintain 
a large company, to keep a theater 
going, and that cannot be done 
without spending a considerable 
amount of money. So that, with 
three hits behind it, the Mercury 
Has only a few thousand in the 
bank. Directora Welles and John 
Houseman estimate that they are 
$50,000 short of what they could 
have had if pursuing ordinary pro- 
duction practices. That is absolute- 
ly according to plan. It represents 
an investment in next season's play- 
goers, 

With a production like “Julius 
Caesar” in a small house like the 
Mercury Theater, with 700 seats, it 
should have been possible to make 
a net profit of $2000 te $3000 a week 
all winter long. But the determined 
adherence to the repertory scheme 
interrupted that. 

In the first place, the backbone 
of the repertory idea ig reasonable 
prices. The highest price for any 
Mercury show this last season has 
been $2.20. The payroll] for stage 
hands, performances, musicians and 
administration department, for a 
repertory theater has to maintain 
many technical people not ardina- 
rily called for, is currently topping 
$5000 weekly.

VIENNA. 
NE of the oldest stock 
devices of playwrights 
is that of mixups result- 
ing from the activities of 
doubles or twins. Me- 
nander, the Greek who 
died in 291 B. C., wrote 
a comedy on that 
theme. A century later, 
Titus Maccius Plautus, 
the great Roman playwright, turned out his 
comedy, “Menaechmi” (The Twins), borrow- 
ing generously, no doubt, from Menander. 
And 1800 years after Plautus, Shakespeare 
based his “Comedy of Errors,” on the Ro- 
man’s “Menaechmi.” Dozens of modern 
plays and movies have centered on the 
situation, most notably the romance, “The 
Prisoner of Zenda.”” 

Remarkable facial resemblance of one 
person for another crops up enough in ac- 
tual life to give some justification to the 
author's use of this creaking contrivance. 
History is filled with examples. Herr Eugen 
Kettre looked so much like Emperor Franz 
Joseph of Austria-Hungary that he drew a 
large salary for impersonating the Emperor 
on public occasions when the ruler’s life 
appeared to be in danger from assassins. 
Czar Nicholas II of Russia and King George 
V of England looked very much alike. Lud- 
wig Wilhelm Wittich, a Vienna publisher, 
was Beethoven's double, and even aped 
the composer's dress so that he would be 
migtaken for Beethoven. Stand-ins for movie 
stars often bear a startling resemblance 
to the stars, dnd, of course, there have been 
numerous cases of innocent persons arrested 


for crimes because they looked like the 


actual criminals. 

But where playwrights almost always 
used the device for comedy, farce or ro- 
mance, this moth-eaten trick of nature re- 
sulted in tragedy for Frits Winter,:a young 
violinist with the: Vienna Symphony Orches- 
tra.

OET, banker, soldier, 
comrade of Sandino, 
philosopher, publicist 
and revolutionary, 
Salomon de la Selva 
feéls that at last he is 
back where he belongs, 
in the school room. A 
good many people think 
he belongs in jail, and 


‘that’s just where he'd go if he got caught 


in any one of half a dozen Latin-American 
countries where he has wrestled the world- 
striding tropical’ twins, autocracy and im- 
periclism. And there are others—most of 
us, perhaps, young in the great days of the 
early Millay and of Brooke, who died 


young—who feel that he belongs rather in 


a study, or beneath the ahuehuete trees on 
a mountainside, or even “between the green 
wolls of a ditch,” or wherever he could best 
add to those few cherished lines that be- 
came part of the common imagery of our 
youth. It was he (if the memory must be 
refreshed) who wrote that line of girls 
and music:

But he’s happy with his Centro de Es- 
tudios getting under way at last in Mex- 
ico, D. F., backed by no great funds but a 
host of world-famous teachers and philos- 
ophers. Lecturers announced for summer 
courses this year include such names as J. 
B. S. Haldane, Romain Rolland, Alexander 
Meiklejohn, Bertrand Russell and the Mex- 
ican paintér and former Communist, Diego 
Rivera. li. has been noticed in a variety 
of publications all over the literate world 
and even in the “smart” magazines-—coin- 
cidentally last month, for example, by the 
New Yorker and the Fortnightly of Com- 
monwealth College at Mena, Arkansas.

It may 
be true that for Mexico democracy is hard- 
ly @ finished job, but it is also true that like 
ourselves, and like fewer and fewer other 
nations today, Mexico is a free country. 

So, it has seemed to De la Selva, and his 
lriends up to President Cardenas, reams of 
nonsense, including a deal of vicious non- 
sense, is writt bn about Mexico and pub- 
lished throughout the world. And since (it 
seems to them) strangers do not know that 
Mexico is free and wants to be democratic, 
strangers believe all this must be true, or 
tise “those Mexicans would kick ‘em out.” 
They do not know, says Salomon, that 
Speech is really free in Mexico. 

Now other countries have a way to com- 
bat such misunderstanding, the professional 
Propagandist. It is perfectly respectable, 
Gnd very powerful nations indulge in it 
heavily. But it is expensive, and it is not 
the way of a free country. Hence the

lishment of British Honduras as a Crown 
Colony, and a 99-year American lease for 
a navy base and rights of transit, land or 
water, between the sea coasts. 


HAT canal was the key to Nicaragua's 
place among the nations through the 
life of Buenaventura’s son, a distin- 
guished scholar and author of a legal classic, 
and through the youth of his grandson, Salo- 
mon. That's why, when Salomon went to 
Cornell in 1909, it was to study civil engin- 
eering. Bu: the canal is a dead issue now, 
and the one thing he thinks is worth remem- 
bering from its history is this: It was for the 
patriots, including the De la Selvas, to fight 
with liberals against despots but, as group 
after group gained: power and turned des- 
potic, with “intervention” never out of the 
picture, to arouse a new group of liberals 
against the new reactionaries. It requires 
no clairvoyance to see a similar process 
at work in the recent history of Mexico

Bohemian Hitler 


PRAHA, Czechoslovakia. 
N THAT small, imperi- 
ous company which, ac- 
cording to democratic 
opinion, is trying to 
make the world a bitter 
= place in which to live— 
: the legders of Naziism 
=== and Fascism -— Konrad 
——== Henlein is a strange 
figure. He is strange 
because, except for his position, he is ordin- 
ary. Considered with the pathologically ex- 
alted Hitler, the gaudy Goering, the. wily, 
malevolent Goebbels, the dramatic. Musso- 
lini, Rumania’s brigandish Codreanu,’ the 
pious, bloody Franco, Henlein, chief of 
Czechoslovakian Nazis, is a sparrow among 
parakeets, a ham sandwich at. a Chinese 

banquet. 

He is neither tall nor short, neither a 
good orator nor a bad one. His face is 
round, his hair closely cropped, and hg 
wears spectacles. He is a family man, 
with a wife and two children, A’ close 
student of European affairs describes him 
as stolid, honest and rather dull. 

Unspectacular in person and background, 
Henlein is yet as sturdy an advocate of 
blood-and-iron doctrines as thé more highly 
seasoned totalitarians, And he may prove 


to be the final straw in the balance be- 


tween war and peace throughout Europe. 

There are some 3,500,000 Germans in 
Czechoslovakia, most of them living in Bo- 
hemia, near the German and Austrian fron- 
tiers. They form the largest national minor- 
ity in the country. A large majority of 
them are hostile to the-government at Praha 
and friendly to the Nazi regime of Ger- 
many. This element is politically organized 


eos the Sudeten German Party—the name 


comes from a range of mountains in Bo- 

hemia—-and Henlein is its leader. 

Since the beginning of the Czech Repub- 

li¢ im 1918 these Germans have been un- 
sympathetic with their Government both be- 

cause of their old ties with Germany and 

Austria and because they felt—with some 


' justifieation — that they were unfairly 


treated by the state in political and eco- 
nomic matters. With the rise of Hitler and 
his Pan-Germanism to power in 1933 the 
Bohemian Germans became more aggres- 
sive in their protests and demands. The re- 
‘cent absorption of Austria into the Reich, 


leaving Bohemia hemmed in on three sides 
by the territory of a dictator ambitious to 
expand his empire eastward, has increased 
tremendously the boldness and insistence of 
the Sudeten demands, the strength of the 
party and its international significance.

His 
youth was unremarkable; he is said to have 
been a quiet, well-behaved boy with a 


conventional enthusiasm for the activities of 


the Turnverein. He entered the Austrian 


army late in the World War-—being too ~ 


young for service ecrlies—and was cap- 


tured by Italian foes. 


Released after the Armistice, Henlein- re- 
turned to his home town and got a job as 
clerk in @ bank. He achieved no distinc- 
tiog in this field; although faithful in the 
performance of his duties, he didn’t find 
them interesting. The Turnverein, however, 
claimed much of his attention. To its gym- 


Sudeten Germans. After the Nazi and Na- 
tionalist parties among the Bohemian 
Germans had been outlawed by the Gov- 
ernment and their leaders had fled to Ger- 
many in 1933, Henlein took most of their 
members under his wing and became the 
acknowledged head man of the Sudeten. 
He gave up his job as gym inatructor for 
the larger. task. 

By |1935 he had welded a large part of 
the Germanic elements in Bohemia into the 
Sudetéen German Party. and had made 
that party a.power to be reckoned with. 
The party has disclaimed any connection 
with Hitler, but it has many things in com- 
mon with the Nazis of Germany, including 
the ideal of high destiny for the German 
nation, the brotherhood of all Germans, ha- 
tred of all liberaliam and pacifism, and pro 
nounced anti-Semitism. 


HERE are various accounts of Hen- 
lein's relation to Hitler.

If imitation is indeed the sincerest flat- 
tery, then the honored guest must have been 
delighted to see his host's troops advanc- 
ing down the. street with that straight-leg- 
ged, stiff-kneed, flat-footed gait that is the 
delight of Hitler's drill-masters, as it was of 
the Kaiser's before him. To non-German 
eyes, this jerky and mechanical pace, un- 
graceful as that of an automaton, appears 
highly ridiculous. But Italians are no longer 
among those who may ridicule it, for I] Duce 
has prociaimed it a noble expression of the 
martial spirit. 

Mussolini's enthusiastic words, spoken 
three months ago, soon after he ordered 
adoption of the passo Romano, should make 
things reasonably clear to the scoffers: 

“Certain doubts, expressed in some quar- 
ters, are out of place. The parade step 
symbolizes the strength, will power and 
energy of young generations of lictors (in 
ancient Rome, the fasces-bearing officers 
who attended the chief magistrates) which 
are enthusiastic about it. 

“Tt is a step that has a difficult style de- 
manding preparation and training. That is 
why we want it. It is a step that sedentary, 
pot-bellied and deficient people—the so 
called half-pints—will never be able to do. 
That is why we like it. 

“Our adversaries are broadcasting that 


this parade step is the most genuine ex-

pression of the authentic militarist spirit. 


We are glad of that; it is for that reason 
that we have adopted it, and soon we will 
do it to perfection, for the Italian people 
knows how to do anything when it wants 
to.” 

Some official spokesmen have repudiated 
the suggestion that the passo Romano is a 
copy of the German Gcensemarsch. It is an 
ancient military step, they assert, which I 
Duce, in his zeal for reviving the traditions 
of the empire, has transplanted to the twen- 
tieth century. They cite no historical record 
of its use by the Roman legions, however, 
so scholars view the claim as dubious. 

What, then, was the origin of the goose 
step? There is no definite record of its 
first use or of its originator, but many mili- 
tary historians associate its beginning with 
Frederick the Great, King of Prussia from 
1740 to 1786. According to one account, a 
drummer in that mighty warrior's army was 
the inventor. 


It seems more likely, however, that the 
unusual step dates back to the father of 
Frederick the Great, Frederick William I. 
who was King of Prussia from 1713 to 1740. 
Frederick William's Field Marshal General 
was Leopold I, Prince of Anhalt-Dessau, 
who devoted himself to training the Prus- 
sian army in rigorous fashion. 


66 T's OLD DESSAUER” was one of 


the sternest disciplinarians ever 

seen in even so thoroughly dis- 
ciplined a land as Prussia. It was he who 
introduced quick fire—and the custom of 
marching in step. The evidence points 
strongly to this\.master of military evolu- 
tion as the father of the goose step. 
The efficient Germans do not preserve a 
development in so important a field as 
military science merely because of its his- 
torical interest. There must be some value, 
teal or imagined, in every martial detail. 
The Kaiser delighted in the goose step as a

form.of marching salute, when his troops 
with their spiked helmets and blue tunics 
clumped down the Unter den Linden. There is 
more, however, than a demonstration of 
military smartness in the goose step. 

According to a book published in London 
in 1914, "The German Army from Within,” 
written by “A British Officer Who Served 
in It," the goose step, called that by En- 
glish and Americans because it bears to 
them a comic resemblance to a goocse’s 
awkward gait, is a highly concentrated 
form of calisthenics. He writes: 

“Behind this apparently futile perjorm- 
ance (the Parade Marsch or goose step) 
there is a serious purpose, for half an hour 
of this exercise does as much for the mus- 
cles of the leg and the abdomen as half a 
day's route marching. Hence, there is a 
great saving of time which may be devoted 
to becoming proficient in other branches of 


- the noble art of militarism; and to such a 


materialistic country as Germany, this is of

considerable momént. It is, however, neith- 
er interesting to the soldier, nor impressive 
to the onlooker. But remember, it saves 
time!” 

There is a psychological element as well. 
No relaxation, physical or mental, is pos- 
sible when the soldier is going through the 
evolution of the goose step: Extending 
each. leg in turn at right angles to the 
body, stamping each foot flat on the 
ground. It is designed to bring the body 
consciously at every moment under the sol- 
dier's control, and by its violent though 
carefully regulated gestures, to give him a 
feeling of indomitable power. 


N COUNTRIES where this drill is not 
used, the soldier is directed to stand 
“straight and firm upon his feet,” for 
the same purpose of maintaining physical 
balance and poise. Drill masters every- 
where realize the bad psychological effect 
of wobbling knees, especially when troops 
are going into battle. They seek to develop 
a firm stance, and the efficient Germans 
have merey carried this elementary prin- 
ciple a step further. 
The most casual German spectator of 
military parades is quick to notice the dif- 
ference. There was widespread comment 


among the crowds that witnessed the grad 
martial turnout in Berlin a few weeks 
on the occasion of Hitler's forty-ninth t 
day, when the smartly goose-stepping Blod 
Corps men were followed by a detach
